C. K. Dodds, 50, manager of the 
Bank of America here, has closed 
his account with life. 

Friends and business associates 
of the Santa Ana banker were 
stunned today and yesterday when 
they learned of his sudden death. 
Early yesterday morning his body 
was found beneath his car in the 
garage at his home, 1211 North 
Broadway. The garage doors had 
been closed and the engine of the 
automobile was running. Death 
was caused by carbon monoxide 
poisoning. There will be no in¬ 
quest. 

Mr. Dodds left his home shortly 
after 9 p. m. Saturday. When he 
had not returned at midnight, 
Mrs. Dodds became alarmed. She 
asked assistance of the police de- 
| partment in locating her husband. 
The body was found at about 2:15 
a. m. by Arthur Ryan of Long 
Beach, a friend of the family, 
j Mr. Ryan, walking past the gar- 
] age, heard the engine of the auto¬ 
mobile running inside. For an 
hour efforts were made to resus¬ 
citate the banker. 

In Poor Health 

No note was left to explain the 
sudden development. Mr. Dodds 
was known to have been in poor 
health for several months, how¬ 
ever. He was under a physician’s 
j orders to observe a strict diet. 

No business worries were known 
to exist which might have preyed 
on the banker's mind. Dwight L.

An Open Letter By Robert P. Scripps, 
Controlling Stockholder, Scripps- 
Hov/ard Newspapers 

-EDITORIAL- 

W ITH a half billion dollars already looming up in the 
federal tax picture as a result of the AAA deci¬ 
sion, further tax legislation at the present session of 
Congress seems likely. Should the bonus pass, another 
vast sum must be raised. Therefore, despite the reluc¬ 
tance of Congress to deal with taxation in a campaign 
year, the problem begins to appear inescapable. 

In this connection, as well as in connection with the 
job of raising the maximum amount of money under 
tax laws already existent, we believe the following letter 
from Robert P. Scripps, controlling stockholder of the 
Scripps-Howard Newspapers, to be pertinent; that it 
states a problem which, could it be solved, would result 
automatically in a much improved state of health in 
the federal treasury. The letter:

DEAR MR. PARKER: 

The thesis of this letter is that, regardless of how 
we come out of the depression, or who is elected this 
year, government debts and probable future and con¬ 
tinuing responsibilities are such that continued high 
federal taxes are inevitable, and that at this time prof¬ 
itable discussion must be, not o c h v much we pay. br' 
of how we pay it, and what with. 

The chief point I wish to make is that conceivably 
most of the drag on business, industry and finance that 
the contemplation of high taxes produces would be elim¬ 
inated should the government itself provide a guaran¬ 
teed credit medium, on a long-term basis, for the pay¬ 
ment of a large part of the federal tax bill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. </P) - 
Ordering $200,000,000 in impound¬ 
ed taxes returned to processors 
because they were invalid under 
AAA, the supreme court left open 
today whether the $1,000,000,000 
of such taxes already paid to 
farmers could be retrieved by the 
taxpayers. 

In another unanimous action, 
the high tribunal also dismissed 
the first test case on the Bank- 
head cotton control act. 

No decision was handed down in 
the only other New Deal case be¬ 
fore it — involving the Tennessee 
valley authority act. 

The tax ruling, given in the 
Louisiana rice millers case, did not 
cover whether the processors must 
prove they had not passed the 
levies on the consumer before re¬ 
covery could be made. Litigation, 
already under way in the lower 
courts must decide that. 

Government attorneys later em¬ 
phasized this requirement of the 
amended AAA act would remain 
In effect unless the supreme court 
holds it invalid. 

“Improvidently Granted” 
Normally, the court does not 
rule on questions unless it con¬ 
siders they are directly presented 
in litigation before it. 

Considering that no case had 
been made against the Bankhead 
law, tire justices .-..-id their review 
in this instance had been "impro- 
vidently granted" on the six to 
three vote last fall. 

Another Opportunity Remains 
Another rase Involving this law, 
filed by Gov. Eugene Talmadgc of 
Georgia, a Roosevelt administra¬ 
tion foe, will give the court an¬ 
other opportunity to rule on it.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. In¬ 
payment of the bonus in $50 baby 
bonds convertible into cash at lo¬ 
cal post offices was proposed in 
the senate today by administra¬ 
tion forces. 

Senator Harrison, Democrat, 
Mississippi, introduced the bill he 
predicted would be “enacted into 
law.” He said no new taxes would 
be required to raise funds at this 
time. 

A statement appended to the 
bill said the additional money re¬ 
quired to redeem bonus certifi¬ 
cates would be $2,237,000,000. But 
advocates of the bond plan con¬ 
tended it would offer an induce¬ 
ment for the veteran to hold his 
bond, rather than cashing in im¬ 
mediately. 

The three per cent bonds would 
be dated June 15. 1936 and run 
until June 15. 1945—year of the 
original maturity date of the cer¬ 
tificates. The authors of the bill— 
Harrison and Senato-s Byrnes 
De -ocrat. Sooth Carolina. St 
wer, Republican, Oregon, and 
Clarke, Democrat, Missouri—es¬ 
timated the amount due veterans 
in bonds at $1,836,213,950. To 
clear up odd amounts $87,786,050 
in cash would be needed while the 
remainder of the estimated $2,237,- 
000.000 involved the treasury life 
insurance and other special funds. 

Veterans headers Approve 

The American Legion. Veter¬ 
ans of Foreign Wars and Disabled 
American Veterans issued a joint 
statement that they were "united 
in support" of the senate bill, ad¬ 
ding: “We hope for enactment of 
the bill into law." 

The senate finance committee 
was expected to give its speedy 
approval late today, but floor con¬ 
sideration can not start until 
Thursday, next day the senate 
meets. 

Harrison announced on the floor 
, the measure also had the support 
of Democratic le ader Robinson. 
The finance committee will meet 
later in the day to consider it as 
a substitute for the house-approval 
bill which specifies no method of 
payment.

UP) — The 
condition of Rudyard Kipling, 
Great Britain’s famous bard, was 
stated to be “very grave" at 5:30 
p. m. today, eight hours after he 
had undergone an emergency op¬ 
eration in a London hospital for a 
gastric disorder. 

Kipling took a turn for the 
worse late in the afternoon. Only 
a few hours earlier his condition 
had been described as “satis¬ 
factory." 

The poet, who observed his 70th 
birthday anniversary just two 
weeks ago, was stricken in a 
suite of Brown’s hotel and in a 
semi- conscious condition was 
taken to the Central Middlesex 
hospital this morning. 

An afternoon bulletin said the 
patient's condition was "satis¬ 
factory." 

An assistant secretary of the 
hospital said: 

“It was a very urgent, compli¬ 
cated operation, but the patient’s 
condition is fairly satisfactory 
now." 

Mrs. Kipling accompanied her 
husband to the hospital, remained 
in an ante-room during the opera¬ 
tion and returned later to the 
hotel.

The apparent center of the men¬ 
tal disturbance is the hypthala- 
mus, the brain control room into 
which all lines of communication 
from the sympathetic nervous sys¬ 
tem are plugged, Dr. Isidore Fink- 
elman, Northwestern university 
professor in charge of the studies, 
said. 

“Split Personality” 

He discussed the results of ex¬ 
periments which he said appar¬ 
ently upheld this theory of the 
cause of dementia praecox, pop¬ 
ularly known as "split personal¬ 
ity.” 

The hypothalamus controls the 
physical reactions related to fear, 
rage and other emotions. It reg¬ 
ulates the smooth muscles of the 
body, including those which dilate 
and constrict the blood vessel* 
and thus control the flow of blood. 
It acts as a thermostat on body 
heat. 

These functions, the experi¬ 
ments carried on by Dr. Finkel- 
man and his colleagues show, are 
thrown out of balance in patients 
suffering from dementia praecox. 

Didn’t Even Shiver 

To test the praecox patient's 
abilty to maintain body tempera¬ 
tures, Dr. Finkelman and Dr. W. 
Mary Stevens immersed 50 of 
them in cold water. The patients 
diden’t even shiver, while normal 
controls, tested to establish a true 
comparison, shook with chill. 

"It is commonly held that in 
dementia praecox there is insensi¬ 
tivity to pain,” Dr. Finkelman 
said. "Thus, one may prick tha 
patient’s tongue with a pin and 
notice that the tongue is not with¬ 
drawn. The conclusion that tha 
pain is not felt is erroneous. A1 
though the patient's outward de- 
i meanor does not betray his feel¬ 
ing of pain, there occurs the usual 
I respiratory changes with pain. 
What one observes is poor defense 
reaction.” 

Here, again, he said, the hy- 
I pothalamu3 is apparently at fault.

Protests Are Being Wired 
to Capitol; Collins 
Asked to Assist 


Protests against the proposed 
action of the congressional agri¬ 
cultural committee in cutting 
$10,000 from the frost protection 
budget for Southern California 
were being wired today to Wash¬ 
ington by Jack Zinn, La Habra, 
chairman of the county farm bu¬ 
reau citrus committee. 

Word was received here Satur¬ 
day through Richard Weadon, 
past president of the Riverside 
county farm bureau, and promi¬ 
nent citrus grower, that the com¬ 
mittee planned to reduce the budg¬ 
et of the frost protection depart¬ 
ment of the Pomona weather bu¬ 
reau from $32,000 to $22,000, and 
assign the difference to similar 
work in Florida. 

It is felt by citrus growers 
and farm bureau officials that 
such a reduction would seriously 
hamper the work of the weather 
bureau, and might render it im¬ 
possible to give adequate frost 
protection service to growers. 

The bureau officials and grow¬ 
ers are not protesting against a 
reasonable reduction in the budg¬ 
et, they stated, but feel that 
$10,000 is an unreasonable figure. 
Telegrams are being sent Con¬ 
gressman Sam Collins, Santa Ana. 
today asking his assistance in 
fighting the move. 

The frost protection work is a 
valuable adjunct to the Orange 
county citrus industry. It con¬ 
sists of issuing frost warnings, 
weather bulletins, and analysis of 
weather conditions nightly from 
Los Angeles, providing a financial 
and sanitary protection for the 
entire area in which citrus fruits 
are grown. 


DAMAGE SUIT 
AGAINST CITY 


Santa Ana's weed burning cam¬ 
paign launched last summer has 
resulted in a $260 damage suit 
started against the city by Mrs. 
Ella Weaver, who alleges that sev¬ 
eral trees were damaged when city 
employes burned off two vacant 
lots she owned. A complaint filed 
last November charged that the 
employes were careless and negli¬ 
gent, and that six avocado trees, 
one walnut tree and two orange 
trees were seriously damaged. 

A demurrer was filed by City 
Attorney L. W. Blodget, with the 
hearing scheduled for Friday 
in Justice of the Peace K. E. Mor¬ 
rison's court. The hearing on the 
demurrer was continued until next 
Friday at 9 a. m.

Deep,dark and sinister rumors 
once again put nightball and the 
National league back into the 
sports spotlight.. 

Latest object of a whispering 
campaign is Joe Rodgers. The 
rumor is the same that besets 
almost every manager of almost 
every team in the width and 
breadth of the land “Coach 
Whooisit will not be with 
Whoozis next year ” 

But the Rodgers rumor will 
bear a little Scrutiny because its 
backers seem to have something 
upon which to base their predic¬ 
tions. A recent headline: “Czar 
of nightbalt managers seeks new 
fields to conquer.” Mebbe so. 

Sharkey Plumlee, who is a 
bloodhound of a sports editor on 
Jim Farquhar's Huntington 
Beach News, goes to town on 
the Rodgers story. Hope Sharkey 
won't mind our quoting him. but 
we couldn’t resist his passing his 
startling information on to The 
Journal's readers. Come in, 
Sharkey, and take off: 

“Joe Rodgers, the Mussolini of 
Southern California nightball, 
may not be at the helm of Hunt¬ 
ington Beach's Oilers when 
players report for spring training 
this year. The serappy little Oiler 
leader has until February to sign 
his 1936 contract . . . and he 
may not sign it. 

"There are several reasons why 
dapper Joe may quit Huntington 
Beach, the scene of his greatest 
triumphs. The two chief reasons 
are: (li He's getting a bit weary 
of spending about six months per 
year in a highly competitive 
sport.. (2) Several other man¬ 
agerial positions are open to him.

' That's where Joe Rodgers 
comes in. Joe, mind you, ha* 
some more years of nightball in 
his system, but his ability to 
build up a strong team has 
cuased McLaglen to cast hopeful 
eyes in Joe's direction. Let Mc- 
La.vlen sign Rodgers, and the 
movie man will sign about half 
of Joe's players . . . Because 
the players, to a man will fol¬ 
low their manager. 

"This is not all a pipe dream. 
Joe has actually been approached 
with an offer to take over the 
Los Angeles club. Every follower 
of nightball knows what that 
would mean. Rodgers would take 
along such Oiler stars as Louie 
and Paul Neva. Bill McKinley, 
Merve Lower, probably Henry 
Thiery, Orv, Schuhardt. George 
Murray and others. He would 
grab a couple of other National 
night players, Francis Conrad 
and Jimmie Coates, for instance 
and take the outfit to Los An¬ 
geles. Once established, and 
given a little coin to fish around 
for new talon , Joe Rodgers 
would build up an unbeatable 
team which would make his pres¬ 
ent Southern California champs 
look like a grammar school In¬ 
door team.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. UPl- 
Wholesale resumption of child 
labor since NRA's collapse has 
been reported by William Green, 
president of the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor. 

“It is plain that business execu¬ 
tives have not the slightest inten¬ 
tion of paying any attention to the 
social consequences of productive 
policies that reap quick profits un¬ 
less the control arm of organized 
society restrains," Green said in a 
study of present-day child labor 
conditions. 

“The NRA was generally suc¬ 
cessful in preventing child labor. 
As soon as the power of this act 
was nullified, industry again made 
overtures to children. Children 
responded because their parents 
were without jobs or because the 
family income was so low that 
every additional pittance provided 
more of the necessaries of life." 

Green said New Jersey silk mills 
had taken on children 13, 14 and 
15 years old at wages ranging 
from $4 to $7 a week. North Caro¬ 
lina textile mills, he said, also had 
employed children 14 and 15 years 
old. Indiana and New York City 
noted great increases in the num¬ 
ber of work permits for children 
under 16. Tire California state as¬ 
sembly called on school boards to 
enforce child labor rules. 

“The only method by which we 
can oppose employers determined 
to profit by child labor is ratifica¬ 
tion of the child labor amend¬ 
ment,” Green concluded. 

Twenty-four states have ratified 
the amendment. Thirty-six are 
necessary to put the amendment 
into effect. 


the California State Automobile 
Association have asked the state 
supreme court to determine defi¬ 
nitely the constitutionality of this 
legislation. 

Briefs have been filed as friends 
of the court following the recent 
hearing on the petition of the 
state department of motor vehi¬ 
cles for a writ of mandate to com¬ 
pel the state controller to draw 
warrants for printing exemption 
forms required in collection of the 
"in lieu” tax. 

“Our interest in the constitu¬ 
tionality of this new law is a mat¬ 
ter of protection to the motoring 
public," says Ivan Kelso, general 
counsel for the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. 

“This action was taken by the 
two automobile clubs in behalf of 
their combined membership of 
150,000 California motorists with¬ 
out prejudice and solely for the 
purpose of clarifying the law. 

“Several points of a highly con¬ 
troversial nature have been raised 
in connection with this legislation 
and there is some question as to 
its validity. Two million Califor¬ 
nia motorists are eagerly awaiting 
a decision. They are called upon 
to pay this tax between now and 
Jan. 30. Unless the constitution¬ 
ality of the act is decided before 
Jan. 30, many who will hold back 
awaiting a court decision may find 
themselves subject to the penalty 
which amounts to 100 per cent of 
the tax due.” 

The “in lieu” tax law was pri¬ 
marily designed to augment the 
state’s revenues and supplant the 
personal property tax on automo- 
collected by cities and

“That is pre¬ 
cisely the argument for the Town¬ 
send plan. 

Over and Over Again 

“If it would aid business to in¬ 
crease the circulation of money 
once, with the bonus, it should be 
much better to do it over and 
over again each month with pen¬ 
sions for our old people.” 

Not only did the bonus advo¬ 
cates use Townsend arguments. 
Clements said, but administration 
lawmakers indicated they could 
“revert to our system for raising 
the money.” He explained: 

“After a conference with Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt at Warm Springs, 
Senator Walter F. George (D.. 
Ga.) announced that if they 
passed the bonus they would raise 
the money by a tax on industry.” 

The Townsendites advocate a 2 
per cent transactions tax to raise 
$200 a month pensions for every 
person over 60 years. 

Answering critics who say this 
tax will not be sufficient, Clem¬ 
ents declared: 

Cut Pensions to Fit 

“Let them set the tax at 2 per 
cent in the bill, and cut the pen¬ 
sions to fit, if that doesn't pro¬ 
vide $200 a month.”

GEORGETOWN, British Guiana, 
Jan. 13. UP )—Jungle search for 
Paul Redfern, long lost United 
States flier, drey a fourth expe¬ 
dition today to the South Ameri¬ 
can hinterland. 

Three -rescue parties, already 
penetrating the interior in the 
hunt for the man who disappeared 
in 1827 on a flight from Bruns¬ 
wick, Ga.. to Rio de Janeiro and 
for whom hope was only recently 
revived, were not expected to re¬ 
port for at least a month. 

Dispatches from Cristobal, 
Canal Zone, said the new expedi¬ 
tion, from the Albert S. \Vaid 
post of the American Legion, 
sailed yesterday for Trinidad 
and Paramaribo, Dutch Guiana, 
vowing not to return until the 
Kedfern mystery was solved. 
Unbroken bushland, swamps and 
mountain ranges separated the 
searchers from the Indian village 
where a crippled white man, be¬ 
lieved by some to be Redfern, was 
reported by another white man 
and an Indian to be held captive. 

Art Williams, former United 
States army flier; Edward Sill, 
British Guiana merchant backing 
the expedition; Harry Wendt, co¬ 
pilot, and an Indian who promised 
to lead the party to Redfern, took 
off from Georgetown early in De¬ 
cember for the interior, returned 
and left again by canoe. 

A second party, including J. H. 
Roch and G. Pacht, headed into 
the jungle soon after, traveling 
up the Surinam (Dutch Guiana) 
river and planning a 10-day cross¬ 
jungle hike to the village. 

The third expedition, headed by 
H. Van Leynden, leader of the 
Netherlands section of the boun¬ 
dary commission, left Paramaribo 
Jan. 2 and has not been reported 
since then. 


Orange county walnut growers 
may benefit as much as 6 or 7 
cents a pound through provisions 
of the surplus walnut control, fig¬ 
ures obtained today from the farm 
bureau, farm advisor and agricul¬ 
ture commissioner tend to show. 

A few packers and shippers 
throughout the county and the 
walnut districts of the coast are 
planning protests against the con¬ 
trol clause which requires turning 
over of 30 per cent or its cash 
equivalent, of their stork of wal¬ 
nuts to the control hoard. 

Some shippers feel that this 
move ties up too much of their 
stock ami money, and is a serious 
constriction of their business. 

Surplus Shown 

However, it was brought out to¬ 
day that growers almost univer¬ 
sally stand to benefit from the 
control legislation. Farm bureau 
figures show a surplus for 1934 
of 273,000 bags of walnuts, most 
of which was kept off the market 
by the control board, enabling a 
return to growers of approxi¬ 
mately 13 cents a pound. 

If the entire production for 
that year of 773,000 bags, as op¬ 
posed to an average of 500,000 
bags for the five-year period 
just preceding, had licen put on 
the market, leaders say the price 
would have been forced to about 
6 or 7 cents. Returns from the 
control board may be slower, but 
are sure, it was stated. 

Reasons for the setting of the 
30 per cent surplus figure are set 
forth in the annual crop survey of 
the agricultural commissioner's 
office, and walnut orchard effici¬ 
ency tabulation of the extention 
Bervice of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

These show an average yearly 
production of 700,000 bags in the 
boom period from 1923 to 1929, 
dropping to an average production 
of 550,000 bags in the 1950 to 1934 
period. The 1935 to 1956 crop has 
been estimated at about 1,050,000 
bags. 

The 1934 production in Orange 
county was in the neighborhood of 
104,000 bags, with an estimated 
increase of about 25 per rent to 
be shown in the 1935 crop. About 
7200 acres are planted in walnuts 
in the county. 

This expected increase, if al¬ 
lowed to compete on a normal 
market, would mean a loss of al¬ 
most 50 per cent to growers, of¬ 
ficials believe. 

Surplus figures of the control 
board are reached after the crop 
has matured and largely harvested 
and are computed on estimates 
submitted by all growers, coop¬ 
eratives and independent growers. 
The board figures a consumption 
demand as indicated over a long¬ 
time period, deducts the balance 
and sets a saleable percentage. 

Only Two Ways 

There are only two ways, it 
was stated, in which the control 
board can handle the surplus 
crop as turned over to them 
One is to export the walnuts to 
compete on a foreign market, tne 
other is to crack the nuts and 
sell the meats, a costly process. 

Growers this year see an ad¬ 
ditional ray of light in the pros¬ 
pect of a government, subsidy to 
encourage export and manufacture 
of by-products that members of 
the control board feel will vir¬ 
tually take up the slack in the 
market and allow growers a full 
return for their product. 

The board is considered fully 
representative of the industry. It 
consists of nine members, four of 
which are from the California

As long as production remains 
above demand in this country, es¬ 
pecially in a specialized crop, some 
control of the surplus will be nec¬ 
essary, officials state. 

It is not denied that the prac¬ 
tice may not be helpful to pack¬ 
ers and shippers, who stand to lose 
on a curtailment of their activi¬ 
ties But it will greatly benefit 
the growers, it is pointed out, who 
represent virtually 90 per cent of 
the industry.

Two hundred volunteer witnesses 
and sympathizers, apparently 
moved by allegation in Ann Coop¬ 
er Hewitt's $500,000 sterilization 
damage suit against her socially 
prominent mother, have proffered 
aid to the 21-year-old heiress, At¬ 
torney Russell P. Tyler said today.

What they have to tell I 
do not know but I have written 
them and expect to hear within a 
few days,” said the attorney, who 
would not reveal names or ad¬ 
dresses.

graduated, and ability-to-pay taxation which these levies 
represent. As you know, I have been executor and trustee 
for two large estates, the beneficiary of these estates, and 
the receiver of income calling for upper-bracket income 
tax payments. 

Without underwriting all or any present federal gov¬ 
ernment expenditures, I am not objecting to any of them. 
This country has faced—perhaps is still facing—an eco¬ 
nomic emergency. It is at least doubtful if any adminis¬ 
tration could have done a better or more economical job 
under the circumstances than has the present one. 

Still I do know that there would not be any business j 
at all in this country did we not maintain a strong and 
active government, able to meet such relief and recon¬ 
struction emergency as that referred to; and that T would 
rather pay as large a part as possible of my share of 
maintaining it through these out-in-the-open personal in¬ 
come and estate taxes than through any other form of 
taxes that I know of—especially concealed ones like sales 
taxes, tariffs, corporation taxes, and special ones like 
taxes on tobacco, liquor, gasoline, etc. 

# # * 

The purpose of taxation ought to be to produce neces- 
sary revenues without hindering, crippling or killing off 
business—the goose that lays the egg. This is something 
that our present laws do not exactly do. 

After the death of E. W. Scripps in 1926 there was a 
good market for bonds, so that the financing of the obli¬ 
gations of his estate presented no great difficulty. How¬ 
ever, as was proved in 1930, that was largely a matter of 
chance; and chance has no place in sound business or 
financing. 

The fact is that profits, as the treasury department 
counts them, are frequently “paper, although tax claims 
against them are “cash on demand.” 

Estates consist of stocks, bonds, real estate, livestock, 
notes or other items which fluctuate widely with the 
market, often regardless of intrinsic values. Tax claims 
against these are also “cash on demand,’ sometimes when 
cash is hardest to get. 

One result is that credit is disturbed. Mergers, liqui¬ 
dations, changes of control and management take place. 

A great element of uncertainty is introduced into the con¬ 
duct of business both large and small. 

Effectiveness and continuity of management of the 
going business in the control of which they function really 
represent a principal asset of most large, and therefore 
heavily taxable, estates, and any tax-forced management 
change strikes directly at this asset. But beyond this, in 
every such case there will be policy and employment 
changes affecting perhaps hundreds or thousands of work¬ 
ers and their families, so making this question a social 
as well as a merely fiscal or economic one. 

* ♦ # 

To guard against this chaos, especially with respect 
to estate and inheritance taxes, many business leaders 
carry excessive cash or liquid reserves, instead of employ¬ 
ing this capital in the development of their business and 
the employment of workers. These men are forced to 
create large personal fortunes, which they do not need, by 
the very tax laws which some feel should be the instru¬ 
ments for the wider distribution of wealth. 

Other men, when tax liabilities loom suddenly, go to 
their commercial or investment bankers for funds—which 
may or may not be readily available. The bankers assume 
a sort of tax-farming function; sometimes they also as¬ 
sume an unwarranted control over enterprises built up 
without their aid. 

As witnessed during recent depression years, some 
estates, normally sound, are forced into bankruptcy by 
the sudden imposition of tax liabilities, so that there is 
nothing left for the government to collect on. 

With respect to income taxes, it is not unusual for 
normally profitable transactions to be delayed, or aban¬ 
doned altogether, because of the taxes involved. In the 
latter case, of course, the government gets nothing. 

What I want to stress is that in all of these cases it 
it not generally the amount of the tax itself that is dis¬ 
couraging, that holds up action, and that harasses re¬ 
sponsible management, but the difficulty of financing 
payment in cash, or of absorbing into an otherwise rea¬ 
sonable balance sheet a new large government “cash on 
demand” obligation. 

♦ # * 

What I would like to see thoroughly explored, in 
our editorial columns, and indeed in congress and the 
administration, is the possibility of our government 
doing its own banking, extending its own credit to 
solvent income and estate tax payers. This could be 
accomplished through acceptance by the government 
of long-term notes or other paper, payable in annual 
installments in the 15- to 25-year period that sellers 
and buyers of bonds are used to, at interest rates 
approximately those on industrial bonds. 

If such taxpayers are really solvent, or if profits 
really exist, the government could not over a long period 
lose anything, while government income would be stabilized. 

As stated above, the direct benefit would be that a 
large part of the uncertainty and financial “fear” element 
would be taken out of our national business operation. 

Also, having faith in the essential patriotism of the 
majority of American business, industrial, and financial 
leaders, I believe that there would certainly be less ap¬ 
prehension of or opposition to reasonable government ex¬ 
penditures— even emergency expenditures — simply be¬ 
cause they seem large at the moment.
